-4 Victory For 


Alternative Education

‘‘Alternative Education has 

won a disappointing victory 
16-4,"’ said John White, 
co-director of Alternative 
Education. 


Of the twenty original 
accredited classes being offered 
for the Spring semester ail but 
four have been approved. The 
dispute over the classes began in 
December when Harvey 
Reddick, then Vice President of 
Academic Affairs refused to 
approve the classes because no 
faculty sponsorship of the 
classes was offered. 


Since that time, faculty 
facilitators for all buz four of the 
classes were obtained. Final 
approval of the accredited 
classes came last Wednesday 
from Floyd Mullinix, acting Vice 
President of Academic Affairs 


Four of the original 20 classes 
have been dropped from the 
lack of 


program because of 


faculty sponsorship. Two of the 
four are mini courses entitled 
“Krishnamurti” and “Human 
Sexual Response’. According to 
White, Mullinix denied approval 
of the ‘‘Human Sexual 
Response’ course because he 
felt it was a duplication of a 
course already being offered by 
the Biological Science 
department. 


‘Interpretive Dance” and 
“Baladi (Belly) Dancing” have 
also been dropped because 
faculty sponsorship could not be 
obtained

Apparently student interest far 
exceeds faculty interest in the 
classes evidence by the fact that 
‘Astrological World”, “The 
Birdmen’’, ‘‘A Survey of 
Irano-American Culture”, and 
“Hypnosis Today” reached their 
capacity enrollemin shortly after 
course outlines were made 
available. White stated that one 
section of the Hypnosis Today 
class has been dropped. 


White emphasized that much 
hard work on his part and other 
students’ parts has been wasted 
because of lack of faculty 
interest in the four cancelled 
classes.

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SORRY, KIDS--WOODY ALLEN IS REAL

This may come as a surprise, 
even a shock to some ~ but 
Woody Allen is not a schnook. 

Forget the saddle shoes and the 
soulful eyes behind oversized 
specs. Forget the love-hungry, 
bumbling character he has 
played in every film from 
“What's New Pussycat?” to 
“Play It Again, Sam.” 

Consider, instead, that if you 
are around 21 years old, Woody 
Allen has been writing 
professional comedy as long as 
you have been alive 

Then it will come as less of a 
shock that Allen, who typecasts 
himself as a social failure, is a 
normal, successful, super-bright 
professional writer 

When you think about it at all, 
it is really quite reasonable that 
a man who has two Broadway 
hits, five films, numerous 
articles, a new book, years on 
the nightclub circuit and a 
biooming reputation as a jazz 
clarinetist to his credit should 
have a great deal more 
self-assurance than the 
characters he creates. 

The extremely professional 
Allen met a handful of 
extremely unprofessional 
Student journalists one soggy 
afternoon last fall during his 
engagement at the Circle Star 
Theatre in San Francisco. 

Mostly, he was kind. 

‘“*When I’m writing 
something...I like to get up in 
the morning and get to it. If 
things are going smoothly I'll 
work all day on it,” Allen 
replied when asked, for easily 
the 756th time, how he writes 
his material 
‘‘The idea just occurs,” he 
continued later; it emerges while 
he’s taking a walk or writing 
something else. (Allen once told 
a Rolling Stone interviewer that 
his ideas were supplied by a 
Negro gentleman whom he kept 
in the closet.) 

The ideas have been occuring 
for 21 years now, ever since at 
age 17, Woody Allen began 
writing gags for other people. 


He first went onstage, subbing 
for regular performers, in the 
relatively relaxed atmosphere of 
“Borscht Belt’ resorts. In 1964 
he made the final switch to 
stand-up routines in New York 
City clubs 

Allen.said he has been directing 
his own films since the 
mishandling of his script of 


‘“‘What’s New Pussycat?” in 
1964 
‘I loathed everybody 


connected with that film...If I 
had made that film, it would 
have been a lot funnier — and 
half as successful.” 

Loathing evidently comes 
easier to Allen than to most 
people. He describes himself as a 
guarded type whose first impulse 
is to dislike everyone he meets. 

There are exceptions. He met 
Janet Margolin, later his 
opposite in “Take the Money 
and Run”, in a Russian Tea 
Room, was struck by her beauty 
and decided rapidly to cast her 
in the film. (She is also his only 
leading lady that has not been 
his wife or girifriend as well.) 

He also likes the stage vs. films, 
humorists Robert Benchley and 
S. J. Perelman, and especially his 
native New York. 

With the rain sliding down the 
Transamerica Pyramid outside 
his hotel window, Allen slumped 
in mock dispair when he heard 
that it was 75 degrees and sunny 
in New York -- and then swung 
into a reminiscence about the 
old New York days of 15-cent 
movie admissions and drive-in 


give-aways. 
Only the Warner Publishing 
man was old enough to 


remember 1[5-cent admissions. 
Having arranged the interview to 


publicize Allen’s new book, 


“Getting Even he was chatting 
with Allen, filling in awkward 
gently,

unsuccessfully, trying to nudge 
the direction of the discussion 
toward “Getting Even.” 

For the record (and for Warner 
Publications), “Getting Even” is 
a collection of Allen's short 
articles from the New Yorker, 
Evergreen Review, Playboy, 
and others. 

It reads like the voice-over on a 
Woody Allen movie, which is to 
say that it is sly and subtle and 
incredibly funny. 

Allen’s mind, which wanders 
under the best of circumstances, 
wanders over such subjects as 
author Hans Metterling’s laundry 
lists (“Herr Metterling keeps to 
his room for days, weeping over 
the fact that they have starched 
his shorts’); the memoirs of 
Hitler's barber; a spoof of “The 
Seventh Seal” in which a dress 
manufacturer plays gin rummy 
with Death; and the lifetime 
struggle of the Earl of Sandwich 
to discover the sandwich. 

His ‘‘History of Organized 
Crime in the United State” 
begins with Albert (The Logical 
Positivist) assassinating Kid 
Lipsky by locking him in a 
closet and sucking all the air out 
with a straw. 

Allen takes the reader into the 
dark initiation ceremonies of the 
Mafia (“From that moment on, 
he is not permitted to teach 
chutney, amuse his friends by 
imitating a hen, or to kill 
anybody named Vito’) and ends 
with tips on combatting 
organized crime: “‘!) telling the

After June, What?

As you walk in the Graduate 
Placement Center and look 
around, you can't help but 
notice the number of people 
staffed to help serve you. The 
staff and assistants are 
well-prepared and willing to help 
any student interested in career 
information. 

In addition to the staff, there is 
also a resource library filled with 
all types of publications—books, 
magazines, files, pamphlets, and 
bulletin boards. 

Both the staff and resource 
library are awaiting you, the 
student, the potential 
career-and-job seeker. But most 
students are not aware of this 
center, another service of the 
university. The center is for all 
students, not only potential 
graduates, and costs nothing. 

The center has two 
interlocking, major 
functions—job placement and 
career counseling, with emphasis 
in helping the students help 
themselves. 

In job placement, the center 
posts job opportunities on the 
bulletin boards outside the 
office in Science 317, mails 
information to registered 
students, and sets up interviews 


on campus. 
The Placement Center and the 
Student Employment Center 


(Bldg. T-WX) now also have a 
daily print-out of all jobs listed 
with the Department of Human 

Relations and Development, 
within the 25 mile radius of 
Sacramento. It is available in 
both offices for students’ use 
The jobs listed cover all available 
categones and include career 
positions, as well as part-time 
and temporary jobs. 

The placement center not only 
has job information, but also an 
interest in assisting students to 
become aware of the processes 
of getting a job. It is divided into 
two parts: the planning, which 
is long range, starting from the 
freshman year, and the job 
placement, which starts within 
the last semester before 
graduation. This includes 
orientation sessions, workshops, 
and guidance counselling. 

The workshops include 
Interviewing Techniques and 


Procedures, International 
Employment, and Life Styles 
and Career Options 

The Interviewing workshop is a 
two hour session of discussion 
and taped interviews. It consists 
of six to ten students who share 
their experiences with 
interviews. The session also is 
intended to show the needs of 
the employer, and to build 
confidence in the students. 

The International Employment 
Workshop is a two hour 
information workshop on the 
disadvantages and advantages of 
International Employment 

The Lifestyles and Career 
Option is a two hour discussion 
session on jobs as a lifestyle and 
the effects on the way of 
living-housing, marriage, and 
social life. The workshop 
attempts to draw out the 
qualities the students seek in a 
job and to relate this to careers 
ang job options. 

Besides the workshops, the 
center has other resources, 
including a graduate school file, 
which contains directories and 
catalogs of graduate programs 
throughout the country. The file 
was built by Mr. Benson Pena, 
who also serves as a counselor 
for students. The importance of 
this file is best stated in the 
words of the director, Mr. Willis 
Black 

“So many of our students are 
going to graduate school. There 
will be a_ million bachelors 
degrees granted in the United 
States this year. When you get 
that quantity of bachelors 
degrees, then talking 
about masters degrees as being 
the speciality.”
